H AT Evening, between the 
| Hours of Seven and Eight, 


the King ſent for the Duke of 
Richmond, the Earl of Lindſey, and 
Col. Edward Cooke (who were all 
three together at the Duke of Rich- 
mond's Lodgings, in Newport, in the 
Iſle of Wight) with all ſpeed to.attend 
him, who accordingly haſtened to the 


Court ; the two Lords entring into 


B the 
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the King's ianer Room, . while the 
Colonel waited in the outward R oom 
for farther Orders. 

ÞPhe':King acquainted? the Loxds, 
T hat one of his Servants had been ſent 
for by a_Perlon in a kind of diſguile, 
who having informed him, that the 
' Army would that Night ſeize upon 
the King's Perſon, abruptly left; him. 
The Duke of Richmond acquainting 
the King, thar' Col. Cooke attended 
without, was commanded to call hin 
m: The King asked him whether he 
had heard any thing that the Army 
defiened to.ſcize uporr him that Night. 
He anfwered, That.he did not hear 
any. thing fo. much as tending to- 
wards it ; adding, Surely, it 1 had, 
T would have acquainted the King

That the two Companies being Jate 
drawn out of the Caſtle, could not 
that night have Quarters provided for 
them, and therefore he had ordered 
them to double the Guards, not fore- 
ſeeing this would happen ; but the next 
day he would redrels all things himlelt, 
with all duc reſpe& to the King, ancl 
conſult him the taid Colonel in it; and

tam of the Guards, he would draw 
off the Men trom being offenſive to the

prevailed with him to draw oft thoſe 
Guards that were lo great annoyance to 
the King, to a more tolerable diſtance. 
At Col. Cooke's return to the King, 
he made him repeat over all the ſeveral 
Paſſages that had happen'd that Night ; 
which being compared together, and 
duly conſidered by the King, the Duke 
of Richmond, and Earl of Lindſey (tor 
the Earl of Southampton being indiſpo- 
ſed, was before that time returned to 
his Lodgings ; and the Marqueſs of 
Hartford had taken leave of the King, 
and left the Jſland that Morning, and 
was gon to Netley ) all unanimouſly 
concluded that the Army would fud- 
denly ſeize upon the King's Perlon ;

which being taken for granted on all 
hands, the next Queſtion was, in this 


deſperate caſe, VW hat was moſt advi- 
{ſable to be done ? 


The Lords argued for the King's 
attempting an ummediate Eſcape ; 
tor he would better | bring about a 
Perſonal I reaty with the Parliament 
(which. he ſo much covered) when 
out of the reach of the Army, than 
when within. ther Power ; and this 


would certainly ſecure the Safety of 


his Perſon, which elſe might be very 
probably much in danger. 

But before they could proceed t© 
debate the manner of this Eicape, the 
King prevented it, thus arguing againlt 
the Eſcape itlelf ; firſt arguing the dit- 


ficulties, if not impoſſibility of accom- 


pliſhing it ; next the conlequenccs, F 


that in caſe he ſhould milcarry in the 
Arttemp r. 
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Attempt, 'it would -exaſperate the 
Army, and diſhearten his Friends ; 
and” laſtly, That if the Army ſhould 
ſeize him, they mult preſerve him for 
their own fakes ; for that no Party 
could ſecure their own Intereſts, with- 
out joyning his with it, hisSon being 
now out of their reach. 

The Earl of Lindſey replied, T ake 
heed, Sir, leſt you fall into ſuch hands as 
will nt ſteer by ſuch Rules of Policy, re- 
member Hampton-Court, ' where your 
Eſcape was your beſt Security. The 
Duke of Richmond adding, T hat 
yet he thought it feaſible enough, 
and turning about to Colonel Cooke, 
asked how he paſſed to and tro ? 
who anſwered; He * had the W ord. 
The Duke asked, Whether he be- 


- eved he could paſs him roo ? who 


an[wered, He made no queſtion but 
he

he could. At which the Duke took 
2 longer Cloak, without a Star, and 
made the Colonel go along with 
bim through the Guards, and fo 
returned again to the Kzng, acquaint- 
ing him with what he had done; 
and with what caſe ; and thence 
took the advantage again to perluade 
the King s attempting to elcape. 
Who on a. fudden turning' tium- 
{elf from the two Lords that were 
dilcourlng :,with him at the Win- 
dow, to Colonel Cooke, who ſtood 
drying himſelf by the Fire, ſaid, 
Ned Cooke, What do you adviſe me 
in. this caſe £ Who humbly an{wer- 
ed, He ſuſpected his own Judgment 
too much, to preſume to offer any 
Advice, conlidering both the great- 
nels of the danger, and the Perſon 


concerned in it : I hat. His Majeſty 
had 
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had his Privy-Council with: him , 
to whom he: humbly  beſought him 
to liſten, obſerving what they prel-

Command to Col. Cooke. W here- 
fore while all Paſlages were ripe 
in their Memories, Ccl. Cozke, 
with the . aſſiſtance of--the- Duke 
of Richmond, and Earl of Lind- 
fey, drew up this Narrative in 
Obedience to the King's Com- 
mand. EE: 1: 

After this the Duke of Rich- 
mond, Earl of Lindſey, and Earl 
of Southampton, with his Countels, 
immediately left the . Iſland, and 
embarqued in a Veſlel that belong- 
ed to Colonel Cooke, and lan- 
ded near T ichfield ( the Earl of 
Soutbampton's Houle ) where juſt 
at their landing, they were all 
ſeized on by a Party of Colo- 
nel Okey's Regiment ; who, by 
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the Perſuaſion of Colonel . Cooke, 
and his Engagement for their 
forth-coming, were all permitted 
to go to the Earl of Southampton's
